S.R.O. 3844.—The following draft of certain rules which the Central 
Government proposes to make m exercise of the powers conferred by section 
43B of the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), as in force in India and as 
applied to the State of Pondicherry, is published as required by sub-section 
(3) of that section for the information or persons likely to be affected thereby, 
and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into considera¬ 
tion on or after the 12th December, 1957. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person in 
regard to the said draft before the date so specified will be considered by the 
Central Government. 


DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title.—These rules may be called the Customs Duties Drawback 
(Fishing Rods) Rules, 1957. 

2. lllehnitions.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) "Act" means the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878); 

(b) “goods” means fishing rods which are manufactured in India or the 

State of Pondicherry and in the manufacture of which imported 
material has been used; 

(c) "imported material" means bamboo poles imported into India or the 

State of Pondicherry on payment of Customs Duty. 

3. Goods in respect of which drawback may be paid.—Subject to the provi¬ 
sions of the Act and these rules, a drawback shall be allowed in respect of the 
imported material used in the manufacture of the goods exported from India 
or the State of Pondicherry, or shipped as stores for use on board a ship pro¬ 
ceeding to a foreign port. 
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1. ilaie of drawback.—The rai.e of drawback admissible under these rules 
on ..uch expoit.Rion oi shijtment ol the goods shall be as follows:— 


Fishing rods in the manuracture of which - Rate of 

the following material has been used : drawback 


Three rupees per one 
hundred pieces. 

Four rupees and seventy 
naye paisc per one 
hundred pieces. 

Nine rupees and fifty 
naye paise per one 
hundred pieces, 

5. Manner of allowing drawback.—Drawback shall be allowed on the shin- 
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ment of the goods from any port in India or the State of Pondicherry subject 
to the following conditions, namely:— 

(a) that the shipper shall make a declaration on the relative shipping 

bill that a claim for drawback under section 43B of the Act is 
being made; and 

(b) that the shipper shall furnish the Customs Collector with a copy of 

the shiftment invoice or any other document giving details of the 
description, quantity and value of the goods under shipment. 

6. Powers of Customs Collector.—For the purpose of enforcing these rules, 
the Customs Collector may require the shipper or the manufacturer of the 
goods to pioduce any books of accounts or other documents relating to the 
propoition and quantity of the imported materials used in the manufacture 
of the goods and tlie duty paid thereon. 

7. Access to manufactory.—The manufacturer of the goods in respect of 
which a drawback is claimed under these rules shall gi\e access to e\eiy part 
ol the manufactoiy to any officer of the Cential Government specially autho- 
lised in this behali by the Chief Customs Officer or the Chief Customs Autho- 
lity, to enable the oflicer so authorised the inspect the processes of manufac- 
tiue and to verify by actual check oi otherwise the statements made in suppoit 
( f the claim tor drawback. 
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(a) Imported bamboo poles not less than seven feet and 
not more than eleven feet i.r lengh. 

(b) Imported bamboo poles more than eleven feet but 
not more than twenty three feet in length. 

(c) Imported bamboo poles not less than twenty six feet 
and not more than thirty two feet in length.
